NOW FOR THE COURT HOUSE. 
Whether Pettis county shall hate a court 
house will be decided by the people on 
April IO, the day set by the county court to 
vote on the proposition of issuing $350,000 
in bonds for the purpose. 
It may be taken 
as true that all the people of the county be­ 
lieve that such a building should be con­ 
structed and the only diversity of opinion 
has been as to the amount that should be 
expended on 
the 
proposition. 
This was 
shown when two petitions were presented 
to the court 
asking 
for a bond election, 
agreeing as to the necessity for such action 
but differing as to the sum needed. 
One 
petition set the amount at $250,000 and the 
other at $500,000. 
Both petitions had a 
great number of signers, and each repre­ 
sented rtrong public sentiment. 
With such 
a wide difference in amounts the county 
court very wisely defered action on either, 
and endeavored to bring about an agree­ 
ment between the two factions. 
To that 
end it called a public meeting of the sign­ 
ers and all others interested at which the 
matter was thoroughly 
discussed, 
and it 
was agreed that the court should consult 
competent architects and endeavor to find 
what the cost of a building suitable to the 
needs of the county would be. 
This the 
court did, sending for and consulting with 
some of the best men in the building line, 
and giving the whole 
matter 
exhaustive 
consideration. 
The final 
conclusion 
wras 
that it would require $350,000 to do the 
Work as it should be done. 
This sum was 
$100,000 more than one petition called for 
and $150,000 less than the other. With all 
the facts and figures before them the court 
called the election for $350,000 and that is 
the proposition upon which the people will 
vote next Tuesday. 
It may be said here 
that the court is on record both as a body 
and as individuals to the 
effect 
that the 
building will be constructed for the amount 
stated and that no further bond issue will 
be proposed for any matter in connection 
with the project. 
All 
that 
will ever be 
asked 
will be the sum that it is now 
proposed to expend. 
Rumors to the con­ 
trary are entirely without fundation in fact. 
There have been some complaints from 
signers of both the high and low petitions 
because the court did not act on them and 
call elections on both. It acted most wisely 
in not so doing. 
Both were doomed to ine­ 
vitable defeat, and the two elections— for 
they would have had to have been separate 
ones— would have put the county to great 
unnecessary expense without 
accomplish­ 
ing anything in solving the 
court 
house 
problem. 
The better way 
was to have 
..called the conference and agree upon the 
action taken at it as was done. At that con­ 
ference an agreement was reached that has 
brought about the present proposal and at 
it all present were in accord as to the course 
pursued. 
Now that all the clouds have been swept 
away and a common ground upon which 
all can stand reached, it seems as if there 
should be no opposition at all to the bond 
issue. All are agreed that we must have a 
court house. 
The sum asked is the very 
lowest possible 
for a structure 
that will 
meet the wants of the county, according to 
the authoritive opinion ox the best archi­ 
tects of the country, and the difference be­ 
tween it and the amounts asked in the two 
petitions is so comparatively small that all 
citizens, whatever their opinions at first, 
can unite and wTith a splendid public spirit 
carry the election by 
an 
overwhelming 
vote.

Old line

“view with alarm” the alleged radical ten­ 
dencies of the American farmers. There is 
a current saying in political circles that the 
American farmer today holds the key to the 
white house in the palm of his toil-worn 
hand. 
Possibly 
he 
does. 
That doesn’t 
mean, however, that he is going to elect a 
bolshevik president. 
Deep down in his heart the American 
farmer is not fundamentally radical. 
But 
he is carrying a grouch. He has good rea­ 
son for it. 
Political leadership heretofore 
has brought him nothing. 
He resents his 
present low’ estate. 
He is willing to listen 
to all sorts of radical schemes in the hope 
there might be something in them, an idea, 
and it is a new' source of entertainment. 
The farmer battled a situation for many 
years that w*ould have discouraged men of 
less stamina. 
Many farmers have become 
discouraged and quit. 
They have fostered 
populism, the 
grange,

non-partisan 
league and various other ventures, all of 
which turned out so much blue sky. 
Lately their interests have centered lar­ 
gely upon the cooperative marketing move­ 
ment. 
Cooperative marketing is the only 
thing that has really benefitted the farmer. 
The Calinornia fruit growlers pointed the 
way. 
The Ozark fruit and berry growers 
have proved the efficacy of the plan. It is 
being demonstrated in the handling of 
w*ool, livestock, wheat and other farm pro­ 
ducts. 
Slowly but surely 
the 
farmers 
have 
pushed 
their 
pet 
legislative 
projects 
through congress and legislatures. 
They 
are learning how to work together, getting 
down to brass tacks on a program they can

The American farmer has no desire to go 
off the reservation and disrupt the w*hole 
economic scheme of things. 
He may have

—Gov, Hyde yesterday approved a 
large number of bills enacted by the 
Legislature. Several of them are im­ 
portant.

crease In bonds that i* ay be issued 
for speeding improvement of pub-; 
He highways. The new law provides 
that $5,000,000 can be issued 
this 
year and next year, and $10,000,000 
in 1926. 
The State Highway Com­ 
m ission has not made any 
move 
towards offering the bonds provided, 
as nothing could be done until 
the 
Governor had approved the bill. 
Af­ 
ter 1924, unless some subsequent leg -1 
islation is enacted, 
$10,000,000 
a 
year can be provided until the entire 
approved sum of $60,000,000 has been 
exhausted. 
No combinations between contrac­ 
tors Is permitted in the bidding on 
highway and public improvements of 
all kinds under penalties 
ranging 
from five years in th Penitentiary to 
a line of $1000 and six months in 
jail, is the context of another bill ap­ 
proved. 
Blind Pension Law Changes. 
Important changes are made 
in 
the law granting pensions to blind 
persons or those whose sight Is so 
badly impaired as to render 
them 
helpless, unless they have an income 
of $600 a year or property to 
the 
value of $5000. This law was passed 
two years ago, and the bill was so 
loosely drawn that the list of pen­ 
sioners grew far In excess of all ex­ 
pectations and a large deficit must 
now be met as a result thereof. Un­ 
der the old law, a man might 
be 
worth $1,000,000 and have his blind 
w ife drawing a pension unless she 
bad property to the amount of $5000 
In her own name or an independent 
income of $600 a year. A large num­ 
ber of persons whose sight was not 
so badly impaired that they could 
not make a living were placed on the 
permanent pension list. The amend­ 
ed law provides that in addition to 
the property requirements here stat­ 
ed, 
pensioners 
must 
be 
entirely 
blind.

: hundred locomotives have been con­ 
verted from coal to oil burners and 
at the close of the year the only coal 
burners in the entire system will be

The tractive power of locomotives 
has been increased approximately 40 
per cent, it was added.

The bonds, printed in Washington, 
were being sent to the bank 
here. 
They lacked the signatures of 
the 
vice president and secretary of the 
bank, but postal authorities believe 
the bandits would not hesitate to 
forge these signatures, tho Post Dis­ 
patch says. 
The stolen land bank bonds were 
in number and denomination as fol­ 
lows: Ten of $40; twenty of HOO; 
500 of $1,000; twenty-five of $54)00; 
and 130 of $0,000, 
and twenty-five 
of $50. 
The total of other bonds taken, it 
was learned by the Post Dispatch 
was approximately $223,000 of w hich 
ISI.230 at least were negotiable. 
It also was learned that shortly be­ 
fore the holdup of the armored truck, 
ten sacks of registered mail, contain­ 
ing many valuable packages for large 
downtown 
banks 
and 
trust com­ 
panies, were delivered at central 
postoffice, 
and 
the 
bandits 
thus 
missed the"o pouches. 
They obtain­ 
ed nine pouches of registered mail. 
The stolon hind bank bonds were 
of the following serials: 
The $40 bonds were numbered XL 
190001 to 190010; the $100, C 1900ul 
to 190020; the $1,000, M 190001 to 
190500; the $3,000. 
WM 190001 
190025; the $10,000. XM 190001 
190130, and the $300, D 190001 
190023. 
As the bonds have not been sold, 
they had not been registered with 
the name of a purchaser, but it was 
explained they could be made to ap­ 
pear as if they had been sold, as the 
spaces for the name of the purchaser 
and for recording transfer could he 
filled in easily by the bandits.

It was introduced in Eng­ 
land in 1500, 
Queen Elizabeth had 
the choice of four varieties, each of 
which no doubt some one considered 
to be the best. 
The varieties w'e 
now enjoy are the lineal descendants 
of those historic sorts, and ^ach has 
points of peculiar merit, otherwise It 
would be quickly abandoned. 
Modern improvement in the radish 
has been along the lice of shortening 
the season to maturity, and quick 
growth has been accompanied by a 
shortening of the root, producing the 
olive and globe-shaped types.

The 
fastest growing variety now known 
is an olive-shr.ped white, called earl­ 
iest white olive, w hich matures in 15 
to IS days after sowing.
